.brilliant commander of the Third Armored Division which spear- 
headed the First Army's great drive from the Khinc river deep into 
Gtrnwny, was shot to death near Paderborn March 30 by a German 
tankman as the general started to surrender his arms after being 
captured.

Torrent of Words 


As he stood with hands over his 


head the German holding a mach- 
ine pistol in the tank turret un- 
loosed a torrent of words. 


"I don't understand," the gen- 


eral kept saying, according to Bel- 
linger. 


Then apparently the general 


thought his captor meant for him 
to Kin-render his arras 
and 
he 


look his hands down lo lift tlie 
holster from his shoulder. That 
was when the German fired. 


Bc'llinger and olher''oliicers nnd 


men in the armored car made a 
dash for

Rose was one of the most able 


and well liked generals in 
the 


First Army. He came up the hard 
way—having enlisted in the army 
as 11 youth of 17 during the first 
World War. 


When Americans invaded North 


Africa Rose was with tlie First 
Armored Division. He headed a 
combat command of the Second 
Armored Division 
in the drive 


through Sicily and then was trans- 
ferred to the Third Armored Divi- 
sion. 


Shortly after the St. Lo break- 


through. Rose was put in command 
of the Third. His armor was one 
of the spearheading units in the 
drive across France. It was the 
lirst armor in Belgium, first into 
Germany, first through the Sieg- 
fried Line and then helped stem 
Field Marshal von Rundstedt's 
Ardennes offensive. It was

Anonymous, a nation-wide organi- 
zation whose members help them- 
selves by helping fellow sufferers 
The Kingston branch of A.A. hap 
now been in existence for some 
time and many of its members 
who formerly were alcoholics have 
been "on the wagon" for long 
periods, some of them well over 
two years. Every member of Al- 
coholics Anonymous has a com- 
mon aim. that of aiding a fellow 
alcoholic through mutual aid anc 
sympathy. 


In the group of 50 men and wo- 


men were A.A. members from Al- 
bany, Schenectady. Newburgh and 
Peekskill and the meeting was in 
charge- of the Peekskill group. 
Peekskil! is one of the youngest 
members of 
Alcoholics 
Anony- 


mous group and has been in exist- 
ence only six months but it al- 
ready has 30 members, 25 of whom 
arc active members. Heading the 
group is a business man who had 
been informed by his physician 
that unless he Quit drinking he 
would die, but the physician was 
unable to offer any plan for "quit- 
ting." Becoming interested in A.A. 
through an article which his wife 
had read, this business man <rnd- 
ed a nine day "bout" by visiting 
a member* of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous and interesting himself. "The 
only Must which is required when 
joining A.A. is that you must have 
a sincere desire to quit," this busi- 
ness man said and he told of his 
own experience. "You can't quit 
because your wife wants you to. or 
to satisfy your mother, you must 
confess that you are an alcoholic, 
a sick man with an earnest desire 
to quit drinking and then with the 
aid given by other A.A. members, 
with you own determination and 
through prayerful appeal to God 
you can quit." said this man who 
confessed he had drunk far too 
much ever since the First World 
War. "You mus.t come in A.A. 
with an open mind and 'a desire 
to stop drinking and you must 
attend weekly meetings where 
others of A.A. will aid you", said 
this man who called alcoholism 
the country's "fourth major health 
problem,"

collateral to obtain loans from 
local banks or productions credit 
associations, or whose operations 
arc not of sullicient size lo make 
it practical to borrow from sueli 
sources, may apply to ilr. McDcr- 
mott. 


Four per cent loans are based 


on prospective crop acreage, or 
number of head of livestock to be 
fed. Loans aro based on the ability 
to produce. They do not exceed an 
amount which the farmer can re- 
pay from Ihc current year's opera- 
tions, under normal conditions.

super race, Hcrr Hitler will have 
to move fast if he is to carry out 
to the full his desperate scheme of 
holing-up in the Bavarian Alps 
with picked Nazi troops for a final 
stand against the invaders. 


The way tilings arc going the 


Nazi dictator and his fanatical 
minions will be neatly boxed be- 
fore long in their death cell in the 
mountains. The Allied Armies arc 
rapidly cutting up northern Ger- 
many into jig-saw sections within 
which Hitler's men and resources 
are being trapped for annihilation. 


The great Ruhr, keystone of 


Nazi war Industrie.'!, is surrounded 
and there are perhaps 100,000 Ger- 
man troops in this trap. A Cana- 
dian and British drive northward 
into Holland threatens to enmesh 
another enemy army. Still other 
of the Reich's fighting men are be- 
ing cut off from the south by the
